Says He Doubts Legality.

Refusing to recognize the legality 
of an act of the 1933 session of the 


Georgia assembly regulating the white 
primary in Atlanta, the city demo- 
cratic executive committee Monday 
night defied the assembly, voted to 
hold a primary May 31 in violation 
of legislative provisions and set en-| 
trance fees for 21 positions for which | 
nominations are to be made this year. | 

Contrary to provisions of the act, 
the committee also declined to call 
a new election for one member of the 
committee from each of the 13 wards 
instead of four, the present member- 
ahip. 

(ther steps for holding the election 
also were taken by the committee as 
follows: 

1. Passed with only half a dozen 
dissenting votes a resolution offered 
hy a special committee headed by W. 
It. Bentley citing that the act of the 
assembly is unconstitutional on at 
least five counts and declaring that 
the committee would refuse to recog- 
nize the mandates of the bill. 

Time Limit Set. 

2. Voted to close entrance in the 
primary it eet for May 31, at noon, 
April 20. 

3. Discussed closing of registration 
for the primary on April 29 but did 
not set the time. 

4. Selected a subcommittee to hold 
the election composed of the same 
members who served last year.

WASHINGTON, April 10.—(4)— 
President Roosevelt took over the! 
troublesome railroad relief problem 
tonight after hearing varied  pro- 
posals for aid in a conference lasting 
almost three hours. 

There appeared to be only one con- 
clusion reached in the White House 
parley—the necessity of appointing a 
federal co-ordinator to administer a 
reorganization of the railroad indus- 
try. 

The president’s aids who gathered 
with him left the White House meet- 
ing reporting that no final conclusion 
had. been reached and that the prob- 
lem was in the hands of the president. 

Railroad executives and labor so 
far have been unable to reach a com- 
mon understanding. 

Secretary Roper, spokesman of the;

“Of course highways are essential,” 
Governor Talmadge said, “and we 
need good roads, but the money ought 
to be spent on roads. I have been 
studying the highway department 
budget and to my utter amazement I | 
counted 300 engineers. 

“If that number were reduced—and 
it can be because a lot of them are 
surveying roads already byilt—there 
would be plenty left to supervise road 
work in Georgia. They could cut off 
100 of them and still have plenty. 

“I had rather see this school on an 
unpaved road and operating than to 
have a fine paved road and the school 
unable to pay its teachers,” the goy- 
ernor added. 

Speaking to the 11 gradautes of 
the County High school, Governor 
Talmadge urged them to stay on the 
farm—if they lived on the farm—and 
not come to the city. He told them 
one of the greatest things they could 
learn was how to work.

Aviation Officials, Feted Here, 
Laud Atlanta as Aeronautic Hub 


E. R. Breech, in charge og aviation 
interests for General Motors Corpo- 
ration, and the presidents of three 
leading air transport lines were the 
guests of Lindsey Hopkins, prominent 
Atlanta capitalist, at a luncheon Mon- 
ond afternoon at the Capital City 
Club. 

During the officials’ visit to Atlanta 
an announcement was made of an im- 
pending merger under the control of 
General Motors of three lines which 
will form probably the largest avia- 
tion unit in the world. Included 
among the honor guests at the lunch- 
eon were Captain T. B. Doe, presi- 
dent of Eastern Air Transport, Inc.; 
R. W. Robbins, president Transcon- 
tinental & Western Air; H. M. Hans- 
hue, president of Western Air Ex- 
press; H. A. Ejtiott, vice president 
of E. A. T., and Captain Eddie Rick- 
enbacker, World War ace. 

Talks were made at the luncheon by 
each of the distinguished aviation of- 
ficials, every one of which paid tribute 
to Atlanta’s airport, stating that it 
was second to none in the country. 

They praised the work done by the 
city of Atlanta and the county of Ful- 
ton. 

They were particularly warm in 
their praise of the new administration 
building on the field which, all said, 
was a model structure. 

Each speaker said that the improve- 
ments made on Candler field fixed At- 
lanta as the great radiating air center

transportation. Commenting upon the 
matter of competition of various forms 
of transportation with railroads, Mr.

The airlines are now op- 
erating on about one-fourth the sub- 
sidy received from the postoffice de- 
partment a few years ago, the speak- 
er asserted. If the air mail postage 
rate was reduced substantially the sub-

revenue to the government within a 
year’s time, Mr. Breech said he be- 
lieved. 

Southern states have much to gain 
from air transport, Captain Ricken- 
backer pointed out in a brief talk. 

“You have all the advantages of 
climate and natural resources, and if 
you put these advantages within a few 
hours reach of the nations leading 
cities you will be astounded at the in- 
flux,” Captain Rickenbacker said. 


The speaker also touched on the 
value of commercial air transporta- 
tion to national defense. “Six hun- 
dred million dollars had to be spent 
to develop American aviation during 
the World War and nothing was left 
to show for it after the war was over. 
If for a very small subsidy we can 
maintain through commercial aviation 
factories, pilots and planes it is of 
tremendous value,” Captain Ricken- 
backer said.

There are indi- 
cations, however, that the naming of 
postmasters will begin with a rush 
within the next few weeks. 

No decision has yet been reached 
on who will be administrator gf vet- 
erans affairs or commissioner’ of in- 
ternal revenue and it probably will be 
some time before action is taken on 
these posts.

PROPAGANDA DRIVE 
URutD FOR FRANCE 


PARIS, April 10.—(?)—A plan to 
make France known “in true light,” 
especially in the United States, by 
a comprehensive propaganda organi- 
zation, has been proposed in parliament 
by Deputy Adrien Dariac in a report 
on the foreign affairs budget. ’ 


The scheme provides for a superior 
propaganda council centralizing all 
action in sending a corps of “‘mission- 
aries” abroad and quickening the ex- 
change of views with the principal 


t countries. 
* Propaganda’ would’ be spread 
through lectures. personal contacts, 


articles sent to:the newspapers, broad- 
casting, which already has _ started, 
motion pictures, and an active cam- 
paign against Germany, the chief an- 
tagonist, to show war guilt and 
treaty violations. 

Every attack against France would 
be answered promptly,: and French 
citizens and their friends abroad 
would be organized and informed to 
present the French views. 

The proposal says that propaganda 
must be-handled by specialists, that 
diplomats are utterly unfitted for the 
work. 

M. Dariaec asserts that the French 
spend less than $3,000,000 on propa- 
ganda, the same as Great Britain, 
while Germany spends $10,000,000 
and Italy nearly $5,000,000.

RELIEF FOR HOME-OWNERS. 

None of the relief measures of 
the Roosevelt program will directly 
affect more of the people of the 
United States than the small home 
mortgage refinancing bill which it 
is expected will be introduced in 
both houses of congress this week. 

The bill is designed to extend the 
same relief hoped for from the 
home loan banks bill as it was first 
drawn, but which it failed to give in 
the form in which it was finally 
enacted. The new system is un- 
doubtedly of value in giving greater 
Stability to the home building and 
loan associations, but is of little 
benefit in a crisis such as is now 
faced by thousands of American 
home-owners. 

Those who built new homes dur- 
ing the boom years, when incomes 
were large, obligated themselves for 
loan reduction payments which they 
could easily care for under eco- 
nomic conditions then prevailing. 
With incomes greatly decreased by 
the depression, these payments 
have become practically confisca- 
tory in size. 

The purpose. of the bill to be in- 
troduced in congress this week is to 
bring relief to these distressed 
home-owners by making it possible 
for them to secure loans up to 80 
per cent of the present value of 
their property, at a low interest rate 
and without reduction of the prin- 
cipal of the loan for a period of 
three years. 

Such a bill will mean the saving 
of the homes of thousands of Amer- 


‘panies of Europe put together. 

One of the most significant fea- 
tures of the growth in air travel is 
the warning it contains to the rail- 
roads of further loss of patronage 
‘unless proper steps are taken to 
meet this new competition.

He 
will oppose government operation of 
the fertilizer plant at Muscle Shoals 
because he does not believe it would 
be fair unless the manufactured prod- 
uct could be made available to farm- 
ers in all parts of the United States. 

The first work to be undertaken, if 
congress approves the legislation, will 
be to build a transmission line from 
Muscle Shoals to Cove Creek dam, 
which is primarily a flood control 
project. 

Norris hopes to make about $50,- 
000,000 available immediately and to 
put men to work one week after the 
president signs the bill. 

Text of Message. 

The text of Roosevelt’s message fol- 
lows: 

“To the Congress: 

“The continued idleness of a great 
national investment in the Tennessee 
valley leads me to ask congress for 
legislation necessary to enlist this 
project in the service of the people. 

“It is clear that the Muscle Shoals 
development is but a small part of 
the potential public usefulness of the 
entire ‘Tennessee river. 

“Such use, if envisioned in its en- 
tirety, transcends mere power develop- 
ment: 

“It enters the wide field of flood 
control, soil erosion, afforestation, 
elimination from agricultural use of 
marginal lands and distribution and 
diversification of industry. 

“In short, this power development 
of war days leads logically to national 
planning for a complete river water- 
shed involving many states and the fu- 
ture lives and welfare of millions, 

“It touches and gives life to all 
forms of, human concerns. 

“I, therefore, suggest to the con- 
gress legislation to create a Tennessee 
valley authority—a corporation cloth- 
ed with the power of government but 
possessed of the flexibility and initia- 
tive of a private enterprise. 

“It should be charged with the 
broadest duty of planning for . the 
proper use, conservation and develop- 
ment of the natural resources of the 
Tennessee river drainage basin and 
its adjoining territory for the general 
social and economic welfare of the 
nation, 

“This authority should also be 
clothed with the necessary power to 
carry these plans into effect. Its "duty 
should be the rehabilitation of the 
Muscle Shoals development and the 
co-ordination of it with the wider 
plan. 

“Many hard lessons have taught us 
the human waste that results from 
lack of planning. Here and there a 
few wise cities and counties have 
looked ahead and planned. But our 
nation has ‘just grown.’ 

“Tt is time to extend planning to a 
wider field, in this instance compre- 
hending in one great project many 
states directly concerned with the 
basin of one of our greatest rivers. 

“This in a true sense is a return 
to the spirit and vision of the pioneer. 
If we are successful here we can 
march on, step by step, in a like de- 
velopment of other great natural ter- 
ritorial units within our borders.

Frequent Conferences. 

Among other things he told of fre- 
quent conferences on the weather aft- 
er the ship turned eastward from the 
Delaware and was riding toward the 
sea through a sky ringed with blind- 
ing lightning. 

During the day preceding the take- 
off Wiley said he and Captain Mc- 
Cord had made frequent trips to the 
aerology station at the station here. 
The weather map then showed bad 
conditions over Michigan, moving 
northeast. 

“This, however, was outside our 
area of operations, and we did not 
consider it a threat,” he observed. 

The fog and poor visibility, how- 
ever, led to McCord’s countermanding 
orders for taking the small airplanes 
along with the dirigible for the hook- 
on and take-off operations that had 
been planned. The forecast, Wiley 
said, likewise was that the weather 
in the vicinity of Newport, R. I., the 
ship’s first goal, would be unfavorable 
for the radio compass calibration for 
which the trip was being made, 

The ship was not due at Newport 
until an hour after sunrise, Wiley ex- 
plained, and hence “my impression 
was that the captain expected to re- 
main in the New Jersey area during 
the night until the unsettled weather 
moved from the coast.” 


Widows Listen. 

As Wiley unfolded his narrative, a 
small group of serious-faced, dry-eyed 
women in the improvised courtroom 
in the gas cell shop listened gravely. 
They were the widows and near rela- 
tives of men who had lost their lives 
in the crash. 

The lieutenant commander stated 
categorically that he had no complaint 
or criticism to make of any of the 
ship’s officers or crew on the fatal 
voyage, and he supported this state- 
ment with a graphic story of how 
everyone stood by his post without 
panic to the end, Captain McCord 
and Lieutenant George Calnan valv- 
ing ballast to the last in a last effort 
to bring the ship out of the death 
descent.

DEMOCRATS AGAIN

Roosevelt May Intervene 
If Factions Continue Te 
Disagree on Bill.

WASHINGTON, . April 10.—()— 
The Roosevelt administration came 
face to face today with the forces 
which split democratic senators and 
representatives into liberal and cone 
servative wings at the last session of 
congress, as conflict arose among hia 
congressional leaders over the new 
banking reform legislation.

A Memory Test | 


There has been much discussion—a 
great deal of which, I will edmit, I 
participated in myself—as to what 
a player would do if he were dealt 
a hand containing 13 aig I believe 
that the best bid on the hand would 
be a pass, as, with this unusual dis- 
tribution und three Aces, three Kings, 
three Queens and three Knaves miss- 
ing, it is inconceivable that some other 
player will not make a bid. However, 
it must be admitted that this problem 
is somewhat accentuated when the 
hand is held in Replay Duplicate, 
which is, to a considerable extent, a 
memory test as well as a test of the 
skill of the participants as Bridge 
players. 

I am indebted to Mr. Montgomery 
Major, of Wilmette, Ill., for the story 
of a hand recently played at his home 
in Replay Duplicate, with both. part- 
nerships bidding the North and South 
hands in turn, but with a lapse of 
tinve between the play and the replay. 
The phenomenal hand that was dealt 
around the table was:

Minnesota Sends an Open Box Pattern 
BY FLORENCE La GANKE.,

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“Why isn’t this the same pattern 
as that you gave us last July? The 
one called the Pinwheel quilt.” 

“Your eyes are good, Martha, but 
not quite gocd enough. This quilt 
is quite similar to the pinwheel, but 
differs in the arrangement of the 
center blocks. After all, continued 
Nancy, “most of the good old time 
patterns used nothing but squares, 
triangles, hexagons and diamonds, It 
is amazing what a variety of pat- 
terns may be built around those fig- 
ures. It’s like the variety in faces 
which always consist of a nose, a 
mouth, two eyes and two ears, But 
what a difference in faces. 

The Nancy Page quilt club mem- 
bers grinned and set to work. First 
they gave some thanks to Mrs, Nimp- 
sun, of Redwood Falls, Minn., for 
sending in this open box pattern. 


| Then they clipped it from the paper 
' and pasted it into their quilt scrap- 


books. 

They sent for the actual or life 
size pattern and direction sheet and 
set to work. ‘The blocks as given in 
the sheet do not allow for seams to 
a quarter-inch must be added on all 
sides when cutting. 

Be sure to choose small figured, 
color-fast material. Be sure that the 
pieces are cui on the straight of the 
goods and be sure that all pieces are 
cut true and firm. 

In piecing use No. 60 white thread. 
Have a firm knot at beginning ani 
a number of over and over stitches 
to fasygn the end of seam. Start the 
seams in one-quarter-inch from all 
edges. ‘This allows you to press out 
the seams flat and avoid bunches in 
any one place. 

Although the picture shows a 
striped material it need not be used. 
In fact, if it is used great care must 
be taken to have the stripes meet 
each other or to run in opposite di- 
rections as shown here. 

This quilt may be an all-over pat- 
tern or it may be pieced in blocks 
as shown here and then put together 
with strips of plain material,

Man, Beggars, Kiddies Share | 
In Columbite’s Humanitarian Work 


By GLENN RAMSEY. 

COLUMBUS, Ga, Aprif 10.— MH 
The poor man, the r man, and 
everybody’s kid share in the tire- 
less energy of . Edith Kyle Harri- 
son, Columbus’ woman leader in meet- 
ing human emergencies. 

When there is need for immediate 
action, whether it be feeding flood 
réfugees or saving the life of an in- 
jured fireman, Mrs. Harrison is equal 
to the call and goes about it cheer- 
fully. | 

“I am one of those rare women,” 
Mrs. Harrison said, “who have noth- 
ing to tie them down. I am a widow 
and live with my parents. There are 
no servants to direct and I go and 
do what I please. When I can help 
in any activity for others, there is 
nothing that gives me more pleas- 
ure.” 

Dressed in dark blue, with a close- 
fitting hat, and wearing an almost 
perpetual smile, Mrs. Harrison gives 
the impression of capability and she 
has plenty of that, judging from the 
many humanitarian movements in 
which she has not only participated 
but been the leader. 

About two years ago when fine 
peaches were hanging from trees in 
the miles of orchards in this section 
of the state, orchardists gave notice 
that because of the depressed prices 
those who desired might have them 
for the picking. 

Mrs. Harrison read the notice and 
she began thinking. She hit upon the 
idea that the fruit could be made 
available during the winter months to 
aid the less fortunate. The next day 
the papers carried a call from Mrs. 


Harrison to all the women of the city 


to bring to a church their excess jars 
and others could furnish sugar. 

Then she called a numbers of boys 
between the ages of 12 and 14 and 
carried them to the orchard. They 
picked the peaches each day of that 
week and they were brought to the 
city by loaned trucks. The women 
she had asked to volunteer canned the 
fruit. 

The next winter poor families re- 
ceived, through regular welfare chan- 
nels, no less than 537 quarts of 
peaches. 

One time she saved the life of a 
fireman. A friend’s house was afire. 
She went over to aid. During the ef- 
forts of firemen to bring the blaze 
under control, one of them was struck 
on the head with a hose nozzle. He 
was ou top and immediately crumpled 
and fell to the narrow first floor roof. 

Mre. Harrison saw him fall and, 
aided by another fireman, she suc: | 
ceeded in getting the injured man; 
through a window and carried him 
alone to the first floor. She called for 
others and they took: him. 

That was the beginning of the 
friendship of Columbus firemen and 
Mrs. Harrison. Now they are chief 
aids in filling stockings for the poor 
kiddies at Christmas time. 

Mrs. Harrison for rears bas been 
the chairman of the committee that 
sees to it that every child in Colum- 
bus bas something-at Christmas. The 
fund is raised by the Ledger-Knquirer 
newspapers but it is Mrs. Harrison's 
duty to take care of the distribution. 

She has done the work so well that | 
each year the publishers of the Co-/| 
lumbus papers have requested that she |

UN CURB MARKE

NEW YORK, April 10.—(4)}—The 
curb rmiarket swung into a broad ad- 
vance today which carried many of 
the leaders to the best levels for the 
current movement. 

Trading involved 200,000 shares, 
compared with 197,000 on Friday, 
making the session the most active 
since last March 17. Business was 
well distributed among utilities, chem- 
icals, ‘ood, industrial and mining 
shares. 

The top gains, ranging from 2 to 5 
points, affected such stocks as Ameri- 
can Gas & Electric, Aluminum Com- 
pany of America, Montgomery Ward 
A, Great Atlantic & Pacific and Hum- 
ble Oil. 

Some of the lower priced specialties 
picked up a point or more on a sub- 
stantial turnover. American Cy- 
anamid B also continued to find a 
good following and rose fractionally 
to its best level since early in the 
year. 

Despite rather active realizing in 
the late trading prices of the lead- 
ers held close to their high levels and 
several were bid up sharply at the 
end of the session,

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PUBLICITY SOUGHT 


Borah Urges Congress to 
Force Daily Disclosure 
of Transactions. 


WASHINGTON, April 10.—(UP) 
Senator William E, Borah, republican, 
Idaho, asked congress today to force 
full publicity of short sales on the 
nation’s stock markets. 

He introduced a bill today which 
would require exchanges to compile 
short sales records. each day after the 
close of business, They would be pub- 
lished on the following day in a news- 


| paper situated in the sAme city as the 


exchange on which the sales are made. 

A maximum fine of $10,000 and im- 
prisonment for one year would be 
penalties for violation of publicity reg- 
ulations, which would be drawn by the 
federal trade commission. 

In addition, bank credit automatical- 
ly would be withheld from any persons 
failing to comply with the publicity
